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Bic Charles Nathan Combs, M.D., superintendent 
of the Union Hospital from 1910 to 1941, under whose 


supervision it has grown and prospered, and has come 


to occupy a major place in the needs and the heart of 


the community of Terre Haute, this book is most 


respectfully dedicated. 
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HISTORICAL: COMMENTS 


Ore afternoon in the early '90s a wagon, 
loaded with furniture, stopped in front of the 
office of Dr. В. Е. Swafford, corner Sixth and 
Poplar Streets. Descending from the wagon 
and rushing into the doctor's office the driver 
explained that he and his family were moving 
west and that his wife was in labor pains. He 
stated that they had no friends or relatives in 
the city and asked the doctor where he might 
take his wife. Пт. Swafford apologetically 
edmitted that there was no institution in the 
city which would take care of her and the only 
thing left for him to do was to take care of her 
in his own office. He then and there decided 
that there must be a hospital in Terre Haute to 
take care of maternity cases. 


After thinking the problem over thoroughly, 
Dr. Swafford appealed to a group of Terre 
Haute women for advice and they helped him 
formulate the first plans for a community hos- 


pital. Of the original group who had the vision 
to see and act upon our vital needs, the sole 
living survivor is Mrs. A. Arnold of South 
Fifth Street. 


The Union Hospital started with a two-story 
frame residence on North Seventh Street when 
it was then the edge of the city with no side- 
walks and only a single buggy track through 
the grassy street. Тһе first patient was admit- 
ted in August, 1892. 


There were few beds and only a few doctors 
to do the work. Much of the help was volun- 
tarily donated. "There was а tub and wash- 
board in the shed in the rear which was the 
Jeundry. A small cook stove sufficed for the 
meals, for hot water for the laundry, and for 
all the needs of patients. The two small wards 
had heating stoves in the centers of the rooms, 
while the private rooms were luxuriously sup- 
plied with coal fire places. Essic Roach was 
the handy man, engineer, repair man, phar- 
macist, and floor and operating room orderly 
for which he received the magnificent sum of 
$25.00 a month. He, plus a cook and a laundress 


-- 


at $15.00 à month, and one maid at $10.00 a 
month made up the entire pay roll. In those 
golden days the utilities, water, electricity, gas, 
ісе and coal were all donated. The ward rates 
were as low as $5.00 a week, with the private 
rooms commanding $10.00 a week. One deluxe 
room bore the tremendous weekly rate of 
$15.00. 


The finances of our early hospital were prim- 
itive, but сопсегуаііуе. When the income was 
$300.00, only $300.00 was spent. There was no 
borrowing of $70,000 at one transaction, as 
came later, but on the other hand, there was no 
gift of $50.000 at one time, such as happened in 
1912. 


How to staff the hospital with nurses was 
cuite a problem, but was solved when the 
Bethesda Deaconess Hospital of Cincinnati sent 
Sister Baur and Sister Braun to do the nursing. 
Тһеу arrived June 16, 1896, and remained 
until January, 1903. For several years after 
that, the School of Nursing was conducted by 
the staff of physicians. It was not until later 
that it became an integral department of the 
hospital. 


One of the most momentous decisions of the 
hospital's career was made in 1925, when it was 
decided to change from a closed Staff to an open 
Staff. In other words, instead of the work be- 
ing done by a few doctors, who had all the 
privileges, it became an open work shop for 
any reputable, licensed physician. In 1940, 
131 different physicians treated patients in the 
hospital. 


The Union Hospital was not always known 
by its present name. When first opened, it was 
the Terre Haute Sanitarium, owned and con- 
ducted by Drs. B. F. Swafford, L. J. Weinstein, 
Char'es Gerstmeyer, and W. C. Eichelberger, 
with Dr. S. J. Youag as President and Dr. Will 
E. Bell as Secretary. Since the first two men 
donated much of their stock, bronze tablets in 
the lobby give their names as founders. Par- 
ticular significance is attached to the name of

Dr. Stephen J. Young as he was probably the 
earliest physician in Indiana to specialize in 
anesthesia. Не became interested while he 
was a young medical student in Cincinnati, as 
he was fortunate enough to see the first general 
anesthetic ever administered to a surgical pa- 
tient in the middle west. "This occurred in 
about the year 1849. Тһе earliest record of а 
Board Meeting was April 11, 1895, when the 
hospital was re-opened as the Union Home for 
Invalids. In 1897 the name was changed to the 
Union Hospital. In 1899, Mr. C. W. Williams 
donated $3,900 to the institution and the title 
was again changed to include his name. Soon 
after that, consent was obtained to change the 
name back to the Union Hospital of Terre 
Haute, Indiana, with the provision that a ward 
be perpetuall kept as the C. W. Williams 
Ward. Тһе door of the baby ward bears a 
tablet so inscribed. In view of the much larger 
gifts which have subsequently been presented, 
it has proved wise to use an all inclusive title 
indicating that the Union Hospital is non-de- 
nominational and for the service of all people. 


The bound volume of the secretary's min- 
utes shows that the first Directors were: J. A. 
Parker, Pres.; Mrs. E. H. Hickman, First Vice- 
President; Lucius Lybrand, Second Vice-Pres- 
ident; A. Herz, Treasurer; C. M. Thompson, 
Secretary, and Mrs. L. S. Briggs, Assistant Sec- 
retary. Other members were: Mrs. Crawford 
Fairbanks, Mrs. A. G. Crawford, Mrs. J. Mason 


Duncan, Mrs. A. Arnold, Mrs. R. V. Hunter, 
Miss Schwedes, Mrs. M. B. Ehrmann, Mrs. 


Kate Gilbert, Mrs. R. H. Walker, Mrs. R. L. 
Ball, Mrs. J. G. Williams, Mrs. Jacob Smock, 
Mrs. W. 5. Rea, Judge I. М. Pierce, C. W. Hoff, 
George Crane, George R. Wilson, and Captain 
A. C. Ford. During the ensuing 46 years, the 
list has included the names of most of the 
prominent, influential, and philanthropic cit- 
izens of Terre Haute. 


The recent growth of Union Hospital may 
best be shown by the fact that, in this year 
(1941) there will be admitted 5,000 patients, as 
many as were admitted during the entire first 


13 years of its operation. It was very shortly 
after the hospital was opened that the first baby 
was born and yet doubtless the occasion was 
just as important as the recent birth of the six 
thousandth baby. There were but six surgical 
operations performed in the first August, 1892, 
compared with August, 1941, when there were 
286 operations. 


One of the most important services rendered 
the community has been that of training regis- 
tered nurses and keeping supplied the ranks of 
the nursing profession. From the first class, 
which consisted of one nurse in 1902, there 
have now been graduated well over four hun- 
dred nurses, with an enrollment of 85 at pres- 
ent, plus 37 who just entered September 2, 
1941. 


A tour could well be made over the entire 
hospital reading the hundreds of bronze tablets 
and name plates scattered throughout the 
building, and it is most amazing to note the 
large number of individuals and organizations 
that have contributed to the erection and main- 
tenance of the Hospital. 


The present management is keenly aware of 
one criticism of the hospital, and that is the 
excessive noise. Тһе building. in order to be 
fire proof, is a continuous concrete unit through 
which vibrations and noise travel easily. Lino- 
leum and asphalt tile floors have reduced the 
noise level some, and the recently introduced 
venetian blinds, drapes, and even candlewick 
bed spreads have done much to absorb more 
of the sound. Regular acoustic ceilings are 
now being applied to some of the private rooms 
and it is hoped to secure donations with which 
to do more. 


It would require a trip through the entire 
hospital to discover the need for so many em- 
ployees and so much equipment. What are all 
these people doing during the 24 hours in the 
day, and what are they using in their work? 
For the purpose of administration, as well as 
for a break down in cost accounting, the hos- 
pital is divided into fourteen departments: (1)

Administration: Admitting patients, answering 
telephones, keeping records, collecting and 
paying bills, and directing the entire hospital. 
(2) Housekeeping, with a crew of maids and 
janitors cleaning, scrubbing, and painting. (3) 
Laundry: Washing the bedding, surgical linen, 
and clothing of both the patients and nurses. 
(4) Heat, Light, and Power: Firing the boilers 
and seeing that the hospital is supplied with 
gas, water, and electricity. (5) Maintenance 
and Repair: Considering the number of things 
that need fixing in an ordinary home, think of 
the requirements in a hospital with hundreds 
of articles of furniture, miles of plumbing and 
electrical equipment, and all the devices of a 
mechanical age. (6) Nursing Care: Consists of 
all the graduate nurses, who have the main 
responsibility in the care of the patients. (7) 
School of Nursing: With a staff of teachers, a 
librarian, and a matron for the Nurses’ Home. 
(8) Pharmacy: Which is as busy as the average 
drug store in the city. (9) Medical and Sur- 
gical Care: With a store room which must 
contain supplies of every item needed in case 
of an emergency and a duplicate of every me- 
chanical article of equipment, in case of a break 
down. (10) Medical Records: Two stenog- 
raphers are busy doing nothing else but writ- 
ing the minute details of every patient and fil- 
ing them permanently for future reference. 
(11) X-Ray Department: With technicians for 
developing and filing X-Ray pictures. (12) 
Laboratory: With a staff of technicians making 
all of the many scientific tests demanded by 
modern medicines. (13) Surgery: With grad- 
uate nurses ready for emergency operations 24 
hours a day, and with numerous sterilizers to 
control and prevent infections. (14) Dietary: 
With the largest number of employees of any 
of the departments, busy serving meals night 
and day. 


If one complains of the high cost of $5.50 a 
day for a private room, remember that, in addi- 
tion to board and lodging, a personal service is 


provided for 24 hours a day, all for only twen- 
ty-three cents an hour. What kind of human 
service can be employed at the present time for 
twenty-three cents an hour? In the ward beds, 
which cost only $3.00 a day, the rate becomes 
12% cents per hour . 


Comparing the present institution with its 
humble beginning, one might conclude that all 
the founders dreams have been realized. 
Union Hospital now has a rating of 200 beds, 
and although occupancy will run from 150 to 
170 patients, some departments of the hospital 
may be only fairly occupied, while others may 
be over-crowded. There is a particularly acute 
need for more room for obstetrical work, as 
patients are being turned away. There is also 
a definite need for many more private rooms 
and the two-bed rooms on the third floor should 
be restored to their original capacity of single 
rooms. This would necessitate more ward 
beds. The kitchen and dining rooms are utter- 
ly inadequate for the amount of work now be- 
ing performed, and it is for these above reasons 
that it is suggested that a five-story annex be 
built on Eighth Avenue adjoining the present 
building with a connecting hallway on each 
floor. This annex need not be large, but should 
contain additional beds for obstetrics and ward 
beds and, certainly, room for a larger kitchen. 
The traffic congestion on Seventh Street could 
be relieved by constructing а parking space on 
the Center Street frontage so that the doctors 
could park their cars there and leave the street 
for the visitors. All this should be done in spite 
of the mortgage indebtedness which, although 
it is being paid off little at а time, requires a 
lot of money for interest, which otherwise 
should go to the care of the patients. 


This final statement can not be emphasized 
too much: The Union Hospital belongs to you 
and all the citizens of Terre Haute. YOUR 
patronage determines its activities and success, 
YOUR criticism determines its policies, and 
YOUR help determines its future.

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The Nursery consists of four rooms—one for 4. 
the premature infants and newborn infants; 
one for the infants following a 48-hour period, 
bathing room, and doctor's wash room. 


5t 
All newborn infants are placed in the pre- 
mature nursery in the elevated racks for 48 
hours, then moved to the regular nursery. 6 


To protect the infants in every possible way, 
we use the following precautions, rules and 
regulations: 


l. Identification—Necklace containing in- 
fant's surname is applied and sealed in 
the delivery room in the presence of the 
father and at this time the sex of the 
infant is also checked. 


2. Infants replaced in rack beds with the 
head lowered for 48 hours, to avoid as- 
piration of mucus. 


3. Nurses assigned to nursery care only for 
infants. 
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Each baby is isolated in its own bed, 
which is protected with a quilted crib 
lining. 


Glass window in nursery allows visitors 
to see the baby without coming in actual 
contact. 


We insist that all visiting rules be obeyed 
as an added protection to the mothers 
and babies. The rules consist of: 


(1.) No children under 14 years of age 
permitted on floor. 


(2.) Patients from other floors not per- 
mitted to visit this floor. 


(3.) All visitors must remain in the sun 
room at nursing time. 


(4.) Visitors must not touch or sit on 
the patient’s bed. 


(5.) If you have come in contact with an 
infectious or contagious disease re- 
cently do not visit the floor.

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Pediatrics Ward 


The opening of the pediatrics ward atop the 
main pavilion of Union Hospital in September 
of 1931 was made possible by the generosity 
of the Kiwanis Club. The ward was originally 
equipped to care for twelve children. In 1938 
Mr. Harry Arnold generously donated funds to 
build an addition to the ward sufficient to 
double the capacity. Mr. Arnold did this in 
memory of Anita Bauermeister Arnold. Chil- 
dren under sixteen years of age are cared for 
on this floor, girls being placed in the old ward 
and boys are placed in the addition. All types 
of cases with the exception of communicable 
diseases are admitted to the pediatrics floor. 
The work done here is of more general interest 
to the public than that of any other depart- 
ment for it is here that we see children with 
congenital deformities being reshaped and 
made normal, children having crooked bones 
straightened and children suffering from the 
more common diseases being restored to 
health. 


The floor is arranged with glass cubicles 
separating each bed in order that the nurse in 
charge may see children in the far corner of the 


ward and at the same time the cubicles prevent 
any possibility of cross infection. Nurses in 
charge of this floor have had post graduate 
work in pediatrics and are chosen because they 
are especially adept in the handling of children. 


The ward is adjacent to a large sun deck and 
is equipped with modern apparatus for the 
care of children. Here we have incubators for 
the premature infant born in the home, special 
oxygen therapy apparatus, and accurate scales 
for recording children's weight. Ап isolation 
room is provided for the child acutely ill. 


The convalescent child never lacks for ma- 
terial to keep his or her hands and minds busy. 
The occupational therapist regularly visits the 
ward and teaches handicraft to all children 
who are able to undertake the work. Books 
and games in profusion have been donated by 
the many people interested in the work being 
done here. Two radios keep the older children 
abreast with current events and provide music 
and entertainment. Тһе work done on this 
ward alone justifies the existence of the institu- 
tion. 
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Sun Porch 


~~ 


The proximity of a spacious and attractive 
sunparlor is an architectural feature greatly 
appreciated by the patients at Union Hospital. 
Double doors open on the main corridor to the 
patients’ rooms on each floor making the com- 
forts of the sunporch readily accessible to bed 
patients as well as ambulatory patients. Each 
of the five porches are attractively furnished 
through the generosity of some individual or 
organization in Terre Haute. Large windows 
enclose three sides of each porch. The attrac- 
tive drapes are adjustable to allow just the 
desired amount of sunlight to enter. Comfort- 
able chairs, smoking stands and late periodicals 
all contribute to the comfort of the patients and 
visitors. 
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Some of our guests because of the serious- 
ness of their illness remain in their rooms or 
wards for a more or less prolonged period of 
time. These people most greatly appreciate 
the advantages of our sunporches. Upon first 
entering the sunlighted room with a panorama 
of trees and buildings and traffic they feel that 
they are once again in the world they know. 
They are definitely better and their period of 
convalescence seems shorter and actually is 
shorter because of their frequent trips to the 
sunparlor. It is an ideal place to read, to visit 
with callers and just laze away the time of con- 
valescence enjoying the luxuries of the sun- 
porch. 
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Pharmacy

Тһе pharmacy, commonly known as the drug 
room, is a departmant of the hospital of which 
the average person knows very little, but is, 
nevertheless an important part of a well equip- 
ped and modern hospital This department 
deals with the drugs, medicinals, chemicals, 
and pharmaceuticals used by the entire institu- 
tion in order that these items may be available 
to the patient at all times. It safeguards the 
patient against getting the wrong medications 
in the wrong doses. 


The Union Hospital Pharmacy is headed by 
a capable and well trained registered phar- 
macist, whom the State of Indiana has certified 
as being trained in the handling of drugs and 
medications. The duty of the pharmacist is to 
keep the pharmacy up to date in every way, to 
see that all drugs are fresh and of good quality, 
to compound carefully and accurately all pre- 
scriptions, to manfacture preparations used by 


the hospital, and to maintain an adequate in- 
ventory. If a rare and unusual drug is needed 
ii is the duty of the pharmacist to obtain that 
drug if at all possible. Any drug obtainable in 
the United States can be in Union Hospital 
within twenty-four hours, by ordering by tele- 
graph with instructions to send air mail special 
delivery. This quick transportation has un- 
doubtedly saved many lives, and will continue 
to do so. 


The pharmacy itself has a complete drug 
stock which covers the average need of the 
hospital, which means that a patient seldom has 
to wait for a prescription. It is no small ex- 
pense to stock a first class drug room as can be 
seen by the following data: 


Tablets in hundred thousand quantities, am- 
poules in five hundred quantities, chemicals in

The photograph shows one of the surgical 
units of the Union Hospital. Опе entire wall 
of the operating room shown is made of struc- 
tural glass brick to allow the maximum 
amount oÍ defused sunlight in the room dur- 
ing daylight hours. 


In addition to daylight it is necessary to 
have a surgical light above the operative field 
which is adjustable to any angle and producing 
a clear, strong, shadowless light with a mini- 
mum amount of heat. Lights that meet such 
requirements are necessarily expensive as is 
also the spotlight which is required in certain 
types of operations. 


The table upon which the patient is placed 
must also be easily adjusted to the correct 
height and slope and easily moved to take best 
advantage of the light mentioned above. Such 
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tables are expensive, but the benefits to the 
patient more than justify the expense. 


Complicated anesthesia machines skillfully 
used are part of the equipment necessary in 
the operating room. Here again the latest in- 
novations to insure the safety and comfort of 
the patient are available. Gauges which en- 
able the supervisor to observe and maintain 
the safe and correct temperature and relative 
humidity in the operating rooms are readily 
accessible for reading. 


In 1940 there were 2,593 operations per- 
formed in this and the five other operating 
units in Union Hospital. Benefits will accrue 
for years to come to both the patient and the 
community because of the increased years of 
productivity. The cost of the surgery is justi- 
fied many, many fold.

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Sun Deck

The Sun Deck was built and furnished in 
1938, by Harry Arnold in memory of Anita 
Arnold. 


Dr. H. W. Bopp has made and added play- 
ground material to the porch. 


If the weather permits, the children are 
wheeled out on the porch in beds or wheel 
chairs every morning. If the sun is too hot the 
children may remain under the covered deck. 
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Years before the sun deck was completed, 
the children were taken outside in wheel chairs 
to the west lawn. This, of course, only enabled 
us to give ambulatory or wheel chair patient 
the privileges of the outdoors. 


Out on the sun deck the children are pro- 
tected from the sun by means of a covered 
portion of the deck and from injury by a high 
steel fence which completely encircles the deck. 
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The X-Ray department is fully equipped 
with modern shock proof equipment which 
makes it possible to do all types of examina- 
tions and the treatment of skin diseases that 
requires X-Ray. 

The department consists of four rooms, the 
first room contains the illuminators for viewing 
films, filing cabinets for film storage, and por- 
table or bedside unit to be used when a patient 
is unable to be brought to X-Ray department. 
This unit can be taken to any part of the 
hospital. 

The second room contains the latest modern 
shock proof streamline tilt top radiographic and 
fluoroscopic table. Purchase of this splendid 
equipment was made possible by a gift to the 
hospital a year ago. 

The third room contains an auxiliary shock 
proof radiographic table which is used when 
accident cases arrive while the second room is 
in use. 

The fourth room is the dark room where 
films are developed and processed. 

Union Hospital employs roentgenologists to 
read all films, assisted by registered X-Ray 
technicians. 

X-Rays, often called roentgen rays, were dis- 
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covered by Professor Wm. Roentgen at the 
University of Wurzburg in 1895. 

X-Rays are produced by passing a current 
of very high voltage and low amperage through 
a vacuum tube. There is no arc of electricity 
or flashes of light during an exposure. 

X-Rays have all properties of ordinary light 
and are light rays with their particular band of 
wave length in the light spectrum. They lie 
between ultra violet rays and gamma rays of 
radium on the opposite end of the spectrum 
from radio waves. They are so short they are 
invisible to the human eye. The fact that they 
are so short gives greater power of penetration 
than normal light, thus making it possible for 
them to pass through the human body, wood, 
glass, bakelite and various other substances. 

Pictures are taken by placing films under the 
part of the body to be examined and then the 
current is passed through the tube above the 
patient. X-Rays thus produced pass through 
the part being examined casting a shadow on 
the film. 

X-Ray is a shadowgraph showing structures 
of varying density. It requries a physician 
with knowledge of anatomy, pathology and 
medicine and extensive training in interpreta- 
tion to read films accurately.

The equipment in the laboratory consists of 
large tubs used in washing bottles, a bottle 
sterilizing boiler, stainless steel table used in 
preparing formulas and two large refrigerators 
used to store feedings until needed. 


All student nurses are assigned from the 
Pediatric department for a period of two weeks. 
Here they study and prepare all types of infant 
feedings both for the well child and sick child.

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The Hospital's Housekeeping 


-- 


Housekeeping for a hospital has many and 
peculiar problems. One might think that the 
routine would be about the same as that of а 
hotel; but imagine a hotel in which all the 
guests were sick, nervous, susceptible to noise, 
on special diets, with finicky appetites or irrri- 
table dispositions. Not all our patients have all 
these traits but each one is apt to exhibit some 
one of them. То keep them comfortable and 
satisfied is something of a task. 


The first requisite of any hospital is immacu- 
late cleanliness. That we absolutely have. 
Until recently it was thought to attain this, ev- 
erything must be white, gleaming and bare. 
We find that isn't necessary. Our rooms are 
tinted in delicate, attractive colors. They have 
Venetian blinds, chintz hangings and comfort- 
able upholstered lounging chairs instead of the 
straight wooden ones of past years. All our 
beds are equipped with luxurious air spring 
mattresses. Easily adjusted reading lamps are 
conveniently placed by the beds. 


Our wards are divided into cubicles with 
curtains surrounding the individual beds so 
that our ward patients are able to have some of 
the privacy that the separate rooms afford. 


Our halls have floors of linoleum or rubber 
tile, with special sound deadening lining. 
Their polished shining surfaces are most at- 
tractive. The care of this part of the hospital 
as well as the care of the nurses’ home is the 
charge of our head housekeeper. She has un- 
der her direction eleven maids who are general 
utility helpers to be used wherever needed. 
She also has two full time paid male orderlies, 
and eight college students who give us part 
time janitor services in return for their board 
and room. 


The next thing one thinks about in any 
housekeeping is food. The food at Union Hos- 
pital is good and every effort is made to have 
itso. The patient has a wide range of choice 


unless his doctor has put limitations on his 
diet. The individual preferences of our guests, 
that is to say our patients, are catered to when- 
ever permitted, whatever strain it may put up- 
on the dietary department. 


Some figures here may interest you. In the 
year 1940 we served 300,924 meals with an av- 
erage per day of 836 meals. 


We run five dining rooms; one for guests, 
one for employes, one for student nurses, one 
for special duty nurses, and one for the faculty. 
This, of course, is in addition to the main busi- 
ness of the dietary department which is feeding 
the patients. 


To do all this calls for thirty-three people on 
the payroll, headed by a chief dietician and di- 
rector. There is a cook, an assistant cook and 
a pastry cook. Two to three people are kept 
busy in the peeling гоот- опе person for sal- 
ads; one person for the between meal nourish- 
ment, such as orange juice, milk or other bev- 
erages; seven to ten girls serving trays; one to 
two people and two student nurses in the spe- 
cial diet kitchen, make up the rest of the staff. 


Whoever thinks of a hospital without imme- 
diately a picture of quantities of clean sheets, 
towels and white linen rising unconsciously be- 
fore the mind? Тһе laundry is no small item 
in such quantity as ours. That imaginary pic- 
ture is justified. It isn't only Monday that is 
washday. It is every day! We have from 
eight to ten workers in our laundry and they 
handle from eighteen to twenty tons of wash- 
ing every month. We need a bigger laundry. 
Although our hospital is three times as big as 
it was when the laundry was instituted, the 
laundry itself is the same size. 


The linen and sewing rooms are situated in 
the basement across a court from the laundry. 
Two women are employed here under the di- 
rection of the head housekeeper. 'The clean 
linen comes from the laundry, is counted and 
put away in closed cupboards to be distributed 
to the different floors. A very pleasant room 
this is, with sunshine, sweet smelling clothes 
and clean white cupboards all around. 


The sewing room adjoins. Here it is that the 
mending is done. Any housewife who groans 
over her weekly mending should see ours. 
Also here are made curtains and draperies,

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Laboratory 


The pathological and clinical laboratories 
offer the latest and most modern service, its 
staff consisting of a pathologist, four registered 
medical technologists, and a student technician. 


The laboratory is equipped with the latest 
equipment; naming a Íew them, a new 
Kahn, Kline, and pipette shaker which enables 
us to do better work in shorter time, three 
microscopes of latest design, conical centrifuge, 
blood cell calculator, and many other things. 


The laboratory is separated into many de- 
partments as to chemistry, serology, pathology, 
bacteriology, basal metabolism. etc. 


Many of the culture medias, reagents, and 
chemicals are made in the laboratory. 


The laboratory makes between two and 
three thousand examinations each month, con- 
sisting of several hundred varieties. By these 
examinations, the physician is aided in deter- 
mining his diagnosis especially when in some 
diseases clinical signs are so similar that labor- 
atory findings are necessary for a definite diag- 
nosis. The cost of laboratory fees is often dis- 


cussed, and you can readily see that an estab- 
lished laboratory must be equipped for all 
modern procedures. With the advancement of 
modern science a laboratory must keep pace 
with it, resulting in an increased cost of pa- 
tient's care. 


Routine laboratory work for each patient 
upon admittance to the hospital consists of a 
complete blood count, urinalysis and serology. 
This in keeping with the standards of the 
American College of Surgeons. Tissue exam- 
ination following operations is also a suggested 
routine which we have established. You may 
ask why, for instance cancer in its early stages 
is not always recognized by the unaided eye 
but with the aid of a microscopic tissue exam- 
ination by a pathologist it may be found present 
in its earliest stage and would enable the physi- 
cian to start treatment which would assure 
the patient a complete recovery and permanent 
cure. 


To keep abreast with modern day science 
requires hours of study and examinations by 
those who carry on in this field.

sheets, pillow cases, towels, the hundred differ- 
ent articles used in the surgery, baby dress and 
diapers. 


Next to the sewing room is a room that is 
used by our Furnishing Societies. There are 
three of these. The East Side, The North End, 
and The Union Hospital. The members meet 
and sew for the hospital, sometimes furnishing 
their own materials. As they have seen other 
needs they have branched out. They have 
raised money and bought for the hospital 
among other things, rugs, draperies, furniture, 
and a steam table. It is they that have added 
the modernizing touches in many parts of our 
hospital. Nobody knows but the hospital how 
much we owe to these furnishing societies. 
The fourth floor has been their particular care. 
This is where our charity patients are placed. 
Not only have the societies provided many

comforts for these patients but they make а 
practice of going to see them as friends. Union 
Hospital would not be the place it is today if 
we had not had these devoted loyal supporters! 
We could not have done without them. Their 
gifts have not been by money alone, but they 
have given out of actual sacrifice and from an 
unswerving faith in our institution. 


Last, but so very important too, is our main- 
tenance department which under a superin- 
tendent and his assistant has charge of the up- 
keep of our building. 'This means the super- 
vision of the plumbing, house repairs, heating 
system and a very modern requisite, the over- 
seeing of our seventy or eighty electric motors. 


As we said in the beginning housekeeping 
for a hospital is quite a task.

four hundred pound quantities, antiseptics in 
fifty gallon drums, ointments in ten pound jars, 
talcum powder in barrels are a few of the items 
that the pharmacy usually has on hand. Іп ad- 
dition to all these things, there is a complete 
line of biologicals that are not kept in such 
large quantities because they must be always 
fresh and be kept at constant temperature in a 
refrigerator. А single ampoule of these biologi- 
cals may retail for as high as fifteen dollars. 
If six of the ampoules are kept on hand it 
means that there is ninety dollars worth of 
merchandise contained in six very small pack- 
ages. Recently a new ampoule has appeared 
on the market which retails for forty-five dol- 
lars. The pharmacy regularly carries about 
eight hundred different items. 


There is more manufacturing done in the 
Union Hospital pharmacy than is done in the 
average hospital of the same capacity. Prep- 
arations such as antiseptics are manufactured 
in five gallon lots, ointments in ten pound quan- 


tities, cough syrups and elixirs in gallon lots, 
mouth washes in five gallon quantities, and 
tinctures in five gallon lots are manufactured 
and dispensed directly to the patients. 


Тһе drug department tries to make the 
newer drugs available. For example, the first 
shipment of Sulfapyridine and sulfathiazole, 
and sulfaguanidine received in Terre Haute 
was received by the Hospital. A large supply 
of anti-pneumococcie serum, which is used to 
combat pneumonia is carried to distribute to 
the surrounding territory, so as to avoid delay 
in getting the serum to the patient. 


An emergency drug is one which may mean 
immediate life and death to a patient, that is, it 
is necessary for the patient to have the drug 
within a few minutes to save his life. Circu- 
latory and cardiac stimulants are usually con- 
Sidered emergency drugs and are therefore 
kept within easy access of every nurse and 
physician in the hospital, with an emergency 
box containing these medications on each floor. 
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The Albee Comper Table 
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The Albee Comper table, herein depicted, 
has been recently purchased for the Union 
Hospital by the Hulman Foundation. By the 
use of this marvelous mechanism, the treat- 
ment of fractures and deformities is made 
easier for the doctor and more comfortable for 
the patient. Results can now be obtained by 
the use of this table that only a few years ago 
would have seemed impossible without a cut- 


ting operation, thereby subjecting the patients 


to a less dangerous procedure, shortening the 
time consumed in the operation, and shorten- 
ing their stay in the hospital. 

There are relatively few of these instruments 
in the country at this time, and the entire out- 
put of those being manufactured now is being 
allocated to the Army and Navy, so that this 
community is extremely fortunate in having 
equipment of this kind available for its civilian 


needs during the emergency.
